Doucet; Ottawa, A. N, Moles- 
worth: New Liskeard, Ont., appoint- 
ment mot made; Nepigen, Ont., C. 
F. Perry (acting); Winnipeg, Man., 
Major Hodgins. Ht is not likely that 
any tenders will be asked for uatil 
the fall so that work may be gone 
on with during the winters \ Con- 
struction, recording to Sec. 10, Chap. 
94, 1904, must be commenced. simul- 
taneously at Mioneton, N.B.; Quebec ; 
at the point of junetion of the east- 
ern Division with the branch south- 
erly to a pomt at or near cither 
North Bay or Nipissing, Ont., and 
at Winnipeg, and shall be carried 
on westerly from Moncton, east ward 
and westward from Quebee, and from 
the pont of yunetion with the North 
jay pranen, and eastward from Win- 
nigeg. in oraer that ithe whole line 
between Monecon and Winnipeg shall 
be completed as nearly as praccicable 
at the same time. “he specifications 
for comstruetion are being prepared 
a comsiderable portion of the work 
being compieted. H, A, Wood, As- 
sistant Cmer Fngineer, G. T.:P. Ry., 
is acting with the commissioner’s en- 
gineers in arranging the specifica- 
tions, ete., in conformity with the 
grovisions of section seven of the 
agreement between the Government 
and ‘the G. T. P. ‘Ry.,-confirmed by 
Chay.

William, Ont., and on the Pacific 
const. These plans, it has been ex~ 
plained, were deposited a secure 
uvajlable sates from which the final 
sites woula be selected. The Mimis- 
ter of Railways, replying to a ques 
tion in the House of Commons re- 
eatly, stated that certain glans had 
been deposited, but they were nat 
available. The surveys are being pro- 
secuted from Winnipeg to the coast 
by a large number of parties, and a 
resort from A. S Going, who has 
been in the mountains sinee August, 
194, states that nine passes are av~ 
ailable for a line in northern B. €. 
These are Yellowhead, Peace River, 
Pine River, Smoky and North Smoky, 
Porcupine, two in Red Deer district, 
and the Wagti peas, FP. M. Morse, 
Vice ¢resident and general manager, 
and other officials are expected to 
return to Montreal, Arril 1, from 
a trig to Victoria and intermediate 
points. At Port Arthur he stated 
that construction would be com- 
mened 4n the spring at Winnipeg, 
as well as on the line north from 
Lake Supermr. The money for the 
conptruction o® the line, he said 
haa been razsed in a lump sum, so 
that construction would not be de- 
layed no matter what economic con~ 
ditions the markets may have im 
store. So far as the Lake terminals 
are concerned, the Government has 
approved of the expropriation of 1,- 
600 acres of the Indian Reserve at 
Fort William, Ont., for this pmr- 
pose, but has not taken any action 
in regard to the proposed terminal 
at Port. Arthur. 

The visit of the vice president to 
the west was largely for the pur- 
pose of cirrying on negotiations with 
the B. C. Government with a view 
of obatining a subsidy in aid of the 
construction of 480 miles of line te 
be constructed in that rrovince. Re- 
ports state that the Provincial Gov- 
eTDment was asked to set aside ag- 
proximately 7,000,000 acres of land as 
a subsidy, and that the proposition 
is mot viewed with much favor by 
the Cotinet. Speaking at Victoriz 
March 10, before 4teacving for the 
east, Mr. Morse stated. that it had 
been decided to construct the line 
from east to west as being the more 
economical plan. Should astart. be 
made onthe Pagific coast the cost 
would be much greater and the cem- 
pany séuld not change its policy 
without assistance from the frov- 
incial Government either in land or 
eash. The financial arrangements 
for the construction of the line from 
Winnipeg to the Rocky Mountains 
had been completed, and tt was im- 
portant that the company. should ar- 
range for the balance of the line 
while the money market was in its 
present condition. No portion of the 
road would be suspended while others 
were being comstructed; every see- 
tion must bring its returns as soos 
as ready for traffie. The line would 
have connectfoh with Vancouver Ist 
and the the southern portion of the 
crovinee.

_, Eaten by Wolves 

The Montreal Police report con- 
fains a tragic “Babes in the Wood” 
Story: It gives the details of the 
abandonment in the wilds of the 
north-west, near Lake Athabacca, of 


two young Intian children, who, de- 
: serted and unprocted were eaten 

alive by wolves. A young Indian 

girl of fifteen, also abandoned, nar- 

rowly cscaped death by starvation. 
; The story, taken from the diary of 
; Sergeant Ficld, in command of the 
police detachment at Fort Chipweyan, 
is as follows:—"A Half-bread arrived 
hore from Fond-du-lac, on Lake Atha- 
dSasca, and reported that an Indian 
Paul Izo Azie, living at Black Lake 
mear Fond-du-lac had deserted his 
adopied children in the bush some 
time during tast Geptember. The 
particulars of the case are:—This {n- 
dian, Paul Izo Azie, was camped on 
an island in Black Lhke, where he 
intended fishing and hunting daring 
the fall‘and winter. One day he 
sighied four or five canoes, with a 
mumber of men on board coming to- 
wards his samp. He fired two shots 
fis the air, as is customary amongst 
indians, as a sign of friendliness, 
They did not reply or take any notice 
ef his shooting, but paddled off in an- 
other direction and landed on the 
main shore of the lake. 

That’ man, being very superstitious 
as most Indians are concluded that 
these were bad people and intended 
killing him and al! his family. He be- 
came frightened ‘so he got his wife, 
sister and the two littk children and 
himself into his canoe and paddled 
ashore. leaving his camping. outfit 
and all his belongings behind him. 
When he landed on shore he started 
eff on foot for BKond-du-lac, followed 
by his wife and sister, jeaving the two 
little children behind without! food or 
protection, one a little boy and the 
other.a _— girl, aged two and three 
years, respe ctively. ft being an eight 
days hg or about 130 or 140 miles 
from his camp to Fond-du-lac, his 
— r, a young girl about fifteen 

‘rs old, got fatigued after the first 
or aaa “dag 3 travel. he left her 
behind also on the read witheut food 
or protection. 

ThiS poor girl wandered 
woods for several days in a dreadful 
state of starvation until she was 
picked up by some Indians who were 
camped in that direction. She told 
the mbher story, how her brother had 
deserted these two little children on 
the lake shore. Some of these In- 
dians started back to starch for the 
children. When they got there they 
found the camp just as the Indian had 
left it, nothing taken or stolen. They 
tracked the little children along the %:
